Statoment For National Defense.

Ottowa Ont., March 2,—The mill-
tary department has handed out a
statement of the new establishment
for national defense. The first lne of
defense will consist of 100,000 men, of
which$6,043 will be the peace establish-
ment, and the remainder the war es-
tablishment, A sufficient number of
officers are to be trained with this line
of defense of another 100,000 men if re-
quired.

All the officers and men of the first
line are divided into two classes—those
engaging for both peace and war ser-
vice, who will be paid and be lable
for training In peace, and those engng-
ing for war service only.
